Snow fell in the 
mountains and frost occurred in the low 
lands on the night of Sept. Ist. The party 
all look well although they hada hard 
trip.

THE PLEBISCITE. 
The question upon which the elect- 
ors are asked to vote is ar follows : 
Are in favor of the in 
of an ace probieeing the aie 
tion, manufacture or sale of spirits, 
wine, ale, beer, cider and all other 
alcoholic liquors for use as bever- 
ages | 

Columns headed with the words 
“Yes” and “ No” are ruled off at the 
right band side of the ballot paper 
and the voter marks an X in which 
ever column expresses the answer he 
desires to give. 

The persons qualified to vote are 
male British subjects, 21 years of age, 
net Indians, whe have resided in 
the Northwest Territories for at least 
twelve months and in the electoral 
district for at Jeast three months im- 
mediately preceding the issue of the 
writ of election, that is previous to 
August 5th, 1898. 

Persons who were born the subjects 
of other powers must take out natur- 
alization papers before they are allow- 
ed to vote. These papers are granted 
a‘ter three years residence in Canada, 
on application to the clerk of the 
court. 

Persons who were born British 
subjects, but who have become natur- 
alized citizens of another country are 
no longer British subjects, althougl: 
they have returned to British Domin- 
ions, and must be naturalized before 
they are entitied to vote. 


In the United States what are 
called intention papers are granted, 
which give the foreigner taking them 
out the right to vote there, but which 
do not make him a citizen. Having 
taken out these papers does not dis- 
qualify a born British subject who 
has returned to Canada from voting 
without naturalization. But if a 
British born person has taken out 
his final papers in che States (granted 
after five years residence) then he 
must not vote in Canada untii he 
has become naturalized here. 

It will be noticed that residence 
and not property is the main point 
in the qualification. 

The enumerators’ lists must be com- 
pleted eight days before polling and 
two copies must be posted up publicly 
within the polling division. The 
enumerator may feorrect fthe voter's 
list at any time up to two days before 
polling day according to information 
received by him. 

If the name of a person entitled to 
vote is not found on the voters’ list 
on the day of polling, he may demand 
of the deputy returning officer that it 
be put on. The deputy returning 
officer must administer to such person 
the oath of qualification, and if he 
takes it musi put his name on the 
list and accept his vote. This was not 
allowed at the last Dominion elec- 
tion in the Territories. If the voters’ 
name was not on the list two days 
before polling he was not allowed to 
vote. This was changed at the ses- 
sion of ‘96. 
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RAT RIVER PORTAGE. 

Frank Hardisty, of the Segers party, 
wrote to Mr. Frith, H. B. officer at 
Fort Macpherson, an aceount of the 
trip of that party from Macpherson to 
La Pierre’s house by way of the Rat 
river. The party numbered six men 
and they hired five Indians, making 
eleven in all. They had a flat boat 31 
feet long and 5} feet wide. The river 
was high at the time of their passage. 
They left Macpherson on May 29th 
and reached La Pierre’s house, on Bell 
river, on July 7th. He says that the 
route is passable for skiffs not more 
than 20 feet long, loaded with about 
1,000 pounds, and with fourmen. Six 
such boats passed the Segers party on 
the way and were at La Pierre’s 
house ten days before them. There 
are 102 rapids on Rat river. The 
worst are at the lower end, after leav- 
ing the slack water. They made a 
great many portages and made a chan- 
nel for the boats in twelve places by 
removing boulders from the bed of the 
stream. The canon was the best piece 
of the rapid portion of the stream 
The party had no trouble there. After 
leaving the mouth of Trout river 
(which puts into the Rat river) it gets 
very small, but plenty of water, and 
no eurrent till the lage is reached. 
The party arrived at Bell lake on July 
Ist. Portaged the boat from one lake 
to Bell lake, about a mile, It took 
just four hours. After crossing Bell 
lake portaged into a small river that 
Comes out of the mountains. This 
portage was about 350 yards long and 
took an hour. The creek leading out 


of the lake was too small for the scow, 
though all the other parties took their 
boats down this small creek. In com- 
ing down this small stream into Bell 
river were the worst rapids on the trip. 
The rocks were sharp ard plentiful. 
There are 21 rapids on this stream, 
From the junction with Bell river to 
La Pierre’s house took a day and a half 
on a splendid river. Mr. Hardisty 
says: ‘I would come again the 
same way, but with a large canoe. 
Advise the people to travel by small 
boats or canoes.” 


FKOM DAWSON. 

Alex. Taylor, postmaster, is in re- 
ceipt of the following letter from A. E. 
Lee, formerly in the employ of the 
local telephone company here, who 
went through from Edmonton to Daw- 
son by the Liard river route. The 
letter is dated Dawson City, July 8th: 


Peopte are flocking here in tens of 
thousands, but from what I can see 
they. pitch their tents, eat their grub 
and do nothing. Thousands have al- 
ready left via St. Michaels, disgusted 
with the prospects, and no doubt 
thousands more will follow in their 
wake. There is no doubt also that 
great wealth lies hidden here, but ex- 
traordinary obstacles stand in the way 
of getting hold of it. For instance, 
bed rock is often buried under 30 or 
40 feet of frozen dirt, and the surface 
seldom if ever shows any indication of 
the presence of gold. Mining opera- 
tions are almost entirely suspended 
during the summer months, as during 
the winter shafts can be sunk without 
cribbing, and lumber is scarce. Last 
winter it was $500 and $600 per thous- 
and. Then, too, the government re- 
strictions are a serious impediment to 
the development of the country. It is 
a pitiful fact too, that the officials, 
from the gold commissioner down, can- 
not be putin motion without the aid 
of the gold sack. It would be a god 
send if the Edmonton staff were sent 
to take charge of the post office. In 
spector Harper has an imposing appear. 
ance, but he makes a poor postmaster. 
The sorting of letters is four weeks in 
arrears, and in order to get a turn at 
the delivery box one has to be at the 
office hours before opening time, and 
then may be coasidered fortunate to be 
admitted before noon. However, by 
the skilful manipulation of a dollar, 
one can obtain the same privileges as 
the ladies (?) of the town, and obtain 
entrance at a side door, thus getting 
ahead of perhaps five or six hundred 
men. 

I have been rather unfortunate since 
getting here. Got a contract cutting 
cordwood and made $12 a day fora 
week. Then cut my foot losing one 
toe and part of the next. O’Brien 
had promised me some telephone work 
next day and I was rushing things to 
complete the contract. Now I am 
laid on my back for a few weeks and 
am rather disappointed. Electric light 
work has been commenced, so I am_ in 
the position of Tantalus devoured by 
thirst with ripe grapes and refreshing 
streams just beyond reach, but with the 
addition of Damocle’s sword over my 
head in the shape of hospital fee 
mounting up to the tune of $5,00 a 
day, besides doctor’s bill. However, 
I am going to stay with it this winter 
if there is the remotest possibility of 
doing so. The worst of it is, I’ve got 
no grub on hand. The situation is to 
say the least of it, interesting. 


A WACON ROAD TO ST. JOHN, 


A letter from A. McFee, D. L. §., 
in charge of the party sent by the 
Northwest government: to explore for 
a trail from St. John, on the Peace, 
to the Nelson, writes from St. John, 
Peace River, under date of Aug. 
22nd. Mr. McFee left Edmonton on 
July 13th, taking horses and two 
carts. His supplies went by the 
Slave lake, water route. From his 
letter it will be seen that notwithstand- 
ing a week’s delay by high water at 
the Athabasca, Mr. McFee reached 
St. John in 35 days from Edmonton. 
Taking out the week’s delay the time 
was 28 days. Mr. McFee says: 

I got here on the 16th inst., five 
days ahead of supplies. I had trouble 
at the Athabasca river on account of 
high water, where I was detained over 
a week. The road on the whole is 
better than I expected, particularly 
from Peace River Crossing to St. 
John. In a few days days there will 
be over 100 carts and wagons through. 
About 20 were through when I got 
here, and we passed about 75 on the 
road within a few miles of St. John. 
For the first 150 miles from Peace 
River Crossing the road is as good as 
is found anywhere in the Territories. 
For about 50 miles on the St. John 
end it is rather rough. Mr. J. F. 
Finley, of Hamilton, Ontario, got in 
here with the first carts, a Mr. Todd 
got through next. Now they are 
arriving every day. From here they 
are taking pack horses, some towards 
Fort Graham, and some north to the 
Nelson river. 

I leave for the Nelson to-morrow 
morning, Aug. 23rd.

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GASOLINE LAUNCH. 


The gasoline launch of the Koney 
Island company was placed on Cook- 
ing lake about three weeks ago. It is 
an immense and unqualified success, 
The boat is 20x5 feet and carries 
twelve persons. It was built by the 
Truscott Boat Co., of St. Joseph 
Michigan. For the information of 
those who know nothing about gaso- 
line engines it may not be out of 
place to mention the peculiar working 
of the gasoline ‘engine. The gasoline 
is contained in a smell tank in the 
front of the boat. The gasoline 
evaporates freely. The vapor is car- 
ried by a pipe in which there are two 
check valves to the engine in the 
stern of the boat. A battery in 
which electricity is generated by 
chemical action is a part of the appa- 
ratus. The gasoline vapor is conduct- 
ed into the cylinder of the engine as 
steam would be, and is there exploded 
by a spark from the electric battery. 
This explosion causes an expansion of 
the vapor which has the same effect ia 
driving the piston of the cylinder to 
the other end, and thereby giving 
effective power, as an equal pressure of 
steam. The vapor is then introduced 
into the other end of the cylinder and 
exploded as before driving, the piston 
back and thus completing the revolu- 
tion of the crank which works from 
the piston. Once the process is start- 
ed the work is automatic as in an 
orcinary steam engine. ‘There is no 
fire and no steam, therefore little 
noise, heat or danger. An_ ideal 
power system for a smal] pleasure 
boat.
